Mrs. L am borns cries brought Hire* 
section laborers quickly to the scene 
A train w as due soon and the' men 
thought it would be easy to release 
sm all M iss Amy, long 
before

shovels, and every

that held her gave Amy in- 
; tense suffering. 
Not until they heard 
the w histle of the approaching en­ 
gine did they realize

danger. 
Then it w as that the m other plucking 
Amy’s red Tam-o’-Shanter 
from 
her 
head ran down the tracks and suc­ 
ceeded in stopping the train, 


On a single-line section of a Scotch 
railway 
the 
quick-wittedness 
and 
pluck of a driver prevented a frightful 
catastrophe, says C ham bers’ Journal. 
A goods train w as put into a siding to 
allow an express passenger 
train to 
overtake it. 
The operations were car­ 
ried out in a great hurry to avoid the 
passenger 
train 
being delayed, and 
the “line clear” signal was given 
be­ 
fore the whole of the train w as in the 
siding. 
W hen the express 
was 
ap­ 
proaching it w as discovered that t ho 
goods train w as longer than the siding 
could accom m odate, so that the en­ 
gine occupied the main line to tile ex ­ 
tent of several feet. 
It was too late 
to stop the approaching express, and 
a disaster seem ed im m inent, when a 
plan of action occurred to tho active 
brain of the driver of the goods train, 
which ho im m ediately put into opera­ 
nt ion by opening his regulator and 
putting the power 
of 
the 
engine 
against his train. 
This action caused 
the 
spring buffers 
to com press, 
so 
that the train occupied several yards 
less space. 
It w as now a fight be­ 
tween the power of th** engine and 
tho pent-up force of the IOO buffer- 
springs, 
lf once the engine w heels 
com m enced to slip, the springs would 
probably gain the m astery and force 
the engine on to the main line in the 
face of the oncom ing express. 
The 
driver gallantly stuck to 
his 
post, 
m anipulating hjs engine until the in­ 
creasing roar caused By the approach­ 
ing train told Ii im tho express 
was 
close upon him ; then, 
leaving 
tho 
regulator and the sand valves wide 
open, he leaped from his engine. 
For­ 
tunately his action w as 
successful. 
A few inches 
only 
intervened 
be­ 
tw een tho tvyo trains, but the express 
sw ept by in safety.
